President’s Letter 
Musings from 37,000 Feet 


As | write this, | am cruising at 37,000 feet over the Atlantic 
Ocean with a wine glass at hand, returning from two weeks 
in Ireland. While we were there, among other things, we met 
new people, traded stories, and visited sites that were old 
when a Jewish carpenter named Jesus plied his trade in the 
middle east. 


It occurs to me that | can also visit around the world with 

ham radio. | merely have to turn on the radio and the world 
is there. | have made a number of QSOs with Ireland, and 
many other countries over the years. It was just a matter of answering or sending a CQ. 


Compare that ease of reaching out with the routine airport formalities we experienced dur- 
ing our return home. We had to stand in seven lines, including two passes through airport 
security. We had to check our bags, go through airport security, scan our passports, have our 
boarding passes scanned, go through TSA's version of airport security, go through US immi- 
gration and customs, and board the airplane. (| think that TSA doesn’t trust the Irish security 


operation, although judging from the accents, | would say the TSA operation in Dublin was staffed by 
Irish nationals. Go figure.) 


We amateurs regularly reach a hand of friendship across borders as no other group can. We develop 
friendships with people far away using our radios. Some of these friendships are as deep and long 
lasting as those made face to face. Frequently, when hams meet on the air or otherwise, you will 
hear people working together to solve problems, regardless of boarders. Our common background as 
hams helps us transcend boarders. 


Reaching out on the HF bands is the obvious way we contact each other across international board- 
ers, but | have heard people talking on California repeaters linked to German ones. Moon bounce 
knows no boarders, and Joe Taylor’s digital modes can be used successfully by quite modest sta- 
tions. These techniques are available to all license classes. 


There is good reason that promoting international understanding is included by the FCC among the 
reasons for the existence of the amateur radio service.
